The attendance

meeting held at Hewes packing house 
at E l Modena yesterday at 2 p.m., 
to consider the proi>osed 
Southern 
Pacific line connecting

Ana 
and 
Tustin, 
was 
discouragingly 
small, there being barely 
a 
dozen 
representatives present from the dif­ 
ferent 
localities 
interested. 
The meeting was called to order 
by the chairm an, 
Jam es 
S. 
Rice, 
and reports were called for from the 
committee appointed at the 
Tustin 
meeting. 
E. M. Nealley reported for 
the committee apixdnted to take up 
the matter with the Southern Pacific 
that the company in the first 
place 
had positively refused to consider a 
right of way over streets and county 
roads, requiring a private 
right 
of 
way the entire distance. 
The com­ 
pany also declined to make any prom­ 
ises as to train service and sched­ 
ules, beyond that of the present ser­ 
vice of one train a day and one mo­ 
tor car to begin with, promising only 
that if the increase of traffic should 
w arrant it the service would be cor­ 
respondingly increased. 
The committee on right 
of 
way 
reported, through its chairman, 
Mr. 
Liggett, that a route running farther 
south than the one suggested 
was 
being considered, following the Santa 
Fe tracks to the north side of McFad- 
den street and entering Tustin par­ 
allel to Newport Road. 
The general situation was 
pretty 
thoroughly discussed, the 
sentiment 
of the meeting he ng 
divided 
be­ 
tween two courses of action, on that 
the project was not worth 
pushing 
along unless something 
more 
ade­ 
quate and definite could be secured 
front the railroad company 
in 
the 
way of service and schedule, and the 
other that it was worth working up­ 
on as tin entering wedge 
to tome 
thing more satisfactory 
in the fu­ 
ture. 
No action was taken turther 
than to continue the committees and 
adiourn subject to the call of

Geo. Sm ith gave a very 
Interesting 
paper on the life and works of Olin 
Levi W arner, the New England sculp­ 
tor. 
W arn e r was a native of Con­ 
necticut, who was born in 1844 and 
died at New York in 1896. 
H e stud­ 
ied in Pa ris under Jouffrey for three 
years and a half, going there when 
a young man of twenty-five. 


Among his work is a bust of Cot­ 
tier. 
statues of Governor 
Bucking­ 
ham and W illiam 
Lloyd 
Garrison. 
He also did 
some 
medallions, 
on 
which are the heads of Indian chiefs; 
several fountains, one 
in 
Portland, 
Oregon, 
deserving special 
mention. 
His finest work is the bronze door in 
the congressional library at W ashing­ 
ton. 
H is death was caused by a bi­ 
cycle accident in Central Park, New 
York. 


Miss Pease spoke of the life and 
work of Solon Hannibal Borgium, a 
native of Nevada, called the 
“ cow­ 
boy sculptor.” 
This man’s life and 
works were exceedingly 
interesting 
to the club, for the reason 
that he 
had at one time been a resident of 
Santa Ana, and some of 
h ;s 
first 
works were done here. Several paint­ 
ings of woodland and of the coast 
were shown, also one small piece of 
statuary, a dog. 
As a boy, Borgium 
was fond of 
out-door life and his time was spent 
on the frontier on 
horseback. 
He 
hated school, hut early began to draw 
and mold. 
A visitor to the fam ily 
awoke him to the knowledge of his 
talent. 
A fter spending some time in 
an art school, he came to Santa Ana 
and set up a studio for him self,’ the 
rent of which, $2.00 a month, was a 
burden to him. 
He lived in his stu­ 
dio, cooking his meals 
on a small 
coal oil stove when in 
town. 
But 
the greater part of 
his 
time 
was 
spent in the canyon, or up 
on 
old 
Saddleback. 
He had been raised a 
Catholic, but was converted to M eth­ 
odism and belonged to the working 
force of Hie First Methodist church 
of this city. 
At this tim e he painted a portrait 
of Prof. Woods, 
he principal of the 
local high school, and some of the 
ladies in Santa Ana took lessons of 
him, paying him 
$1.00 
per lesson. 
He lived in this way for some time, 
but. deciding to go to Cincinnati, he 
sold his paintings to 
local 
people, 
rhe entire collect bin 
bringing 
him 
$60. 
He gave one picture to a lady 
in Santa Ana, saying to her to keep 
it. for some day be would l>e famous. 
It is said after his departure from 
this city he was aided financially by 
some of those who knew him here. 


He went to Paris, where 
he per­ 
fected his art. 
His masterpieces are 
mostly of the'hor.-»1, two of his great 
statuary pieces being of the lassoing 
of a wild horse and the breaking of 
broncos. 
H is early life and 
habits 
had given him a thorough knowledge 
of the poses and tricks of the horse, 
and he is today spoken of as the best 
interpreter of West rn cowboy life. 
A very fine piece of statuary may 
he at Prescott, Arizona.
